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Saudi Arabia, Ugypt, Syria, and Lebanon have aprecd to support, an anti~ 
Nashinite movenent led by Rashid 'Ali Gaylani, Following an agreement 
between Syria and Lebanon that Arab unity could be naintained only after 
the Hashinites had been dtiven out of Iraq and Transjordan, General 

Tusni Zatin sent his aide, Riyad Gaylani, to Riyadh, Saudi Arsbia, in 

order to take Rashid ‘Ali Gaylani to Syria, from where (according to the 
informant} the Latter will organize en anti-Hashinite rebellion in Iraq 
this rebellion would have the support of thse Kurds and Rashid 'Alf Gaylanits 
own followers. 


Subhi Abu~Ghaninsh will direct a sinilar campaipn in Transjordan against 
King * Abdullah. 


After exchanping views with King Faruq and Ilusni Zatin, Ton Satud has 
declared his willingmess to allow Rashid ‘Ali Gaylani to proceed to 
Damascus as Zalints adviser on Arab affairs, especially with regard to 
Iraq and Trensjordan, 


Zalints longerange plans’ call for the federation 
of Syria, Iraq, Tronsjordan, and Arab Palestinc, after the Hashimites 
have been evicted, and the recovery of Palestine for the Arabs, 
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
